Manila, Jane ll.—-The Filipino occu­ 
pation of the province of Cerite Tuts 
been broken and, ae a result of the pres­ 
ent movement, the Americans now con­ 
trol the important coast towns of Para- 
nm joe and Iva* Pinas, while a long line 
of insurgent trenches facing our sooth 
line has been cleared. 
The insurgents have again proved 
their facility as dodgers, between 8,000 
aud 4,000 warriors, who seemed destined 
to be captured, having disappeared, the 
majority sliding away nuder cover of 
night after fighting the Americans all 
day. Some others came to meet oui 
trooj>s with protestations of friendship. 
The Thirteenth infantry lost one man 
killed and six wounded; tho Ninth in­ 
fantry, one luau killed and five wound­ 
ed; the 
Fourteenth infantry, 
three 
wounded, and the First Colorado volun­ 
teer regiment, ll wounded. 
Saturday s work was the hardest oui 
army has seen. The battlefield stretched 
out across the entire isthmus from La­ 
guna De Roy to the harbor. 
While the 
troops were advancing, the army gun­ 
boat Napidau, in the river rn ar Tag alg, 
■helled tho enemy, killing several of 
Hmm. 
The monitor Monad nm *k and gunboat 
Helena shelled Paranaqne aud Las Pina* 
all day with the fall power of their bat­ 
teries. 
Tho rebel sharpshooters kept in hid 
ing until the American lines had passed 
and then attempted to pot stragglers 
from the tree*.

Oar men threw away their blankets, 
coats and even haversacks, stripping ic 
tho waist and trusting to lack for food.

Ad the outset the CV dared®*, (lie rSntrti 
and Twenty dim infantry forced the 
line of insurgent trenches, wheeled Cc 
the left and drove the enemy toward 
the l£ke. 
Dating this maneuver the 
Filipinos, in concealed trenches an the 
right, opened an enfilading fire, bot the 
brigade* partly owing to the high grass, 
had few hit. 
The Ninth infantry crept around to 
the right, flanking the trenches, driving 
out the Filipinos and killing many of 
them. 
The Colorado regiment advanced 
the lake. 
Two companies encountered 
tranches on top of a knoll, where the 
Filipino* stood waist-high above a trench 
pouring a volley upon the advancing 
Antenoon*. The Colorado troops charged 
and drove them oat 
In the meantime General Wheaton’s 
column advanced a mile and a half 
toward Faranaqne. where the Ameri 
cans found a strong trench on a ridge, 
on! of which rimy drove the Filipinos 
by hard fighting. 
The enemy tried to flank the dis­ 
mounted troop* of the Fourth cavalry 
accompanying Major General Lawton 
and at the same time they made their 
only advance, throwing a skirmish hue 
to flank the Fourteenth infantry.

General Wheaton’s brigade headed by 
General Lawton circled to the south of 
Las P ines, encountering a large force of 
Filipinos In the shelter of the trees.

He then advanced upon 
Paranaqne. 
So far as can yet be ascertained the 
Filipino loss is about 50 killed, about 850 
wounded and MO taken prisoner.

G E N E R A L OTIS 


Report* on th e Military M ovem ent*

Washington, Juno 12.—The war de­ 
partment yesterday received a report 
from Major General Otis of the mili­ 
tary movement Saturday to the south 
of Manila for the purpose of clearing 
out the rebels in that section. 
It shows 
that the movement wa* a great success 
and that the enemy’s loss was consider­ 
ably greater than stated in the press 
dispatches. 
General Otis’ cablegram is 
dated the 11 th and is as follows: 
“Terrific heat yesterday did not per­ 
mit the trooop* to reach position* at tho 
hours designated, which enabled a ma­ 
jority of the iusnrgent* to escape in 
scattered organizations sooth and west­ 
ward, which they effected during tho 
evening and night. The movement was 
a great success, however, the enemy be­ 
ing disorganised and routed, suffering 
heavy loss; troops resting today at la s 
Pinas and Paranaque. 
Tile navy did 
excellent execution along the shore of 
the bay, bat many Insurgent detach­ 
ments retired in that direction, pro­ 
tected by the presence of women and 
children whom they drove along with 
them. Our loss, four killed and some 
80 wounded.

When he drove to 
Longchaup yesterday to attend the 
grand prix ho was tie recipient of a 
great popular demonstration, expressing 
itself in one form or another along the 
whole route from the Elysee palace to 
the rad* course. 
President Loubet remained only a 
quarter of an hour, just long enough to 
witness the race, and, lairing congratu­ 
lated the owner of the winner, returned 
to the Elysee, when: he arrived without 
special incident. 
Although the visit passed off quietly, 
the government was prepared for every 
eventuality, the whole district between 
the Elysee aud Lougchamp was literally 
teeming with troops and police. 
A po­ 
liceman was stationed 
every dozen 
yards along the whole route and there 
were squadrons of dragoons armed with 
lances aud mounted republican guards 
at all important points while through 
the green foliage of the Bois, on each 
side of the avenue, could tx seen heavy 
masses of red and blue, denoting the 
presence of detachments of soldiers, 
awaiting orders. 
Lion grimm p tv-ambled

mill* ary 
camp. 
It is estimated that there were 
15,000 soldiers ana police under arms. 
M. Loubet practically drove through 
a double hedge of steel. 
A line of in­ 
fantry even stood around the race course 
between the public and the course, on 
which no one was allowed to walk be­ 
tween the races, while several repub­ 
lican guards patrolled the course itself. 
The president left the Elysee in an 
open landau, with XI. Du pay, the pre­ 
mier, beride him, and General iriilload, 
chief of the presidential bondhold, and 
Major Bon, ii. utenant colonel of horst* 
artillery attached to the perron of the 
president. 
.Mine. Loubet followed in a 
second landau, after which rode the 
presidential suite in other carriages. 
The famous outrider Montjarrod pre­ 
ceded M. LouU-t, ufhosc landau was 
drawn by four horses, with a couple of 
postillions, and escorted by a jacked 
body of cuirassiers. 
The two leading 
cuirassiers rode revolvers In hand, with 
fingers on the trigger, and carefully 
watched each ride of the road, while 
beride the carriage ran a number of po­ 
licemen, rendering it absolutely impossi­ 
ble for anybody to approach. 
Municipal guards and police lined the 
path across the paddock. 
Drums beat 
aud trumpets blared when M. Loubet. 
appeared in the front of the box, and a 
scene of intense enthusiasm followed, 
lasting several minutes with an uproar 
of snouts of “Vive Loubet” and “Vive 
la Ro publiqne, ” which settled finally 
into a monotonous chant. 
M. Loubet and his party were so com­ 
pletely surrounded by guards and police 
that it would have been impossible for 
any one to get within IO yards of the 
steps of the box.

000,000 gallons of petroleum, according 
to the treasury bureau of statistics, are 
now produced aunually in the world. 
Of Ibis amount 2,500,000,000 gallons are 
produced in the United States, 2,250,- 
000,OOO iu Russia, aud the remainder is 
distributed among a dozen countries, 
Austria producing 87,000,000; Sumatra, 
72,<XK),OOO; Java, 30,000,000; Canada, 
PO,OOO, OOO; Houma ilia, 24,(WO,OOO; India, 
15.000.000; Japan, 8,000,000; Germany, 
7.000.000; Peru, 3,000,000, and Italy, I,- 
000,000. 
While the United States and Russia 
furnish the bulk of the world’s petro­ 
leum aud >tand almost abreast in the 
quantity of crude oil produced, the 
amount of refined ill aminating oil sup­ 
plied by the United States is more than 
double that produced by Russia.

of United States oil produces three- 
fourths of its bulk in refined iHuminat- 
ing oil, while the same quantity of Rus­ 
sian Oil produces only about throe- 
eighib- of fts bulk in refined illuminat­ 
ing oil.
